The college is fully accredited by the Middle States 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. The 4-1-4 system is 
used and two summer sessions are offered. Enrollment in 1978 
included 636 students. With a faculty of 62, the faculty -student ratio 
is 1-10. 

Entrance Requirements: High school graduation with rank in upper 
80% of graduating class; completion of 16 units; SAT minimum of 400 
verbal, 400 math or ACT required; rolling admission, early admission, 
early decision, delayed admission and advanced placement plans 
available; $15 application fee. Evidence of a definite Christian 
conversion, qualities of excellent character evidenced by minimum of 
one year’s consistent Christian experience immediately prior to 
entering school required. 

Costs per Yean $2240 tuition; $1,468.50 board and room; $233 
student fees; additional expenses average $500. 

Collegiate Environment : The 65-acre campus is 25 miles north of 
New York City. The 32 buildings include a library of 62,000 volumes 
and living accommodations for 230 men, 264 women and 14 families. 
Approximately 86% of students applying for admission are accepted, 
including mid-year students. Average SAT scores of the current 
freshman class, 433V, 45 1M. 

Community Environment: Population 6,659. Located about 30 miles 
from New York City, Nyack is on the west bank of the Hudson River 
where it widens out to lake proportions. Early. Dutch settlers called it 
the Tappan Zee. It has a local hospital, library, YMCA, and churches 
of all major denominations. The area has motels, hotels and shopping 
centers. Recreational facilities include two bowling alleys, swimming 
pools, tennis, field sports, boating, lakes, ice skating, hunting, and 
fishing. There is limited part-time employment available for students.

Collegiate Environment: The campus occupies 200 acres and 
includes the original Marks home and two new buildings. The library 
contains 154,819 volumes, 1000 periodicals and 11,651 microforms. 
Dormitory facilitites provide housing for 353 men and 522 women. 
Approximately 59% of students applying for admission are accepted, 
including mid- year students. Financial aid is available.

Description: Privately supported, coeducational liberal arts college 
which offers the Bachelor degree and preparation for state teaching 
certificate. Accredited by the Middle States Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, it operates on the 4-1-4 system with two 
summer sessions. Enrollment in 1975-76 included 92 men and 238 
women full time and 92 men and 369 women part time. A faculty of 
55 gives a faculty-student ratio of 1-14. 

Entrance Requirements: High school graduation; completion of 16 


units including 4 English, 2 mathematics, 2 science, 2 foreign 
language and 3 social science. $15 application fee; early admission, 
early decision, rolling admission, delayed admission and advanced 
placement plans available. 

Costs per Year, $2,250 tuition; $1,700 room and board; $80 student 
fees. 

Collegiate Environment: The library contains 82,569 volumes and 
2,050 microforms. 70% of those applying for admission are accepted, 
including mid-year students. Of the recent freshman class, 50% 
graduated in the top half of their high school class. Average freshman 
SAT scores were 410V and 490M. Dormitory space is available for 56 
men and 210 women. Financial aid is available. The college awarded 
113 Bachelor degrees to its 1975 graduating class. 

Community Environment: Population 50,220. A suburban communi- 
ty, White Plains is the seat of Westchester County. The climate is 
temperate. Its proximity to New York makes all the cultural, 
recreational, and community services of the neighboring metropolis 
easily accessible. Excellent transportation facilities include airlines, 
railroad, and good highways. The immediate community has a public 
library, YMCA, YWCA, churches of major denominations, two 
general and one mental hospital, and civic, fraternal, and veteran’s 
organizations. Part-time employment opportunities are good. Recrea- 
tional facilities include four theatres, golf, swimming, tennis, fishing, 
and nearby Long Island Sound.

School. Enrollment in 1978-79 included l,715mei* and 1,726 women 
full time and 2,246 men and 2,776 women^plintime. A faculty of 156 
full time and 323 part time gives a 5 fet5tf%-student ratio of 1-19. The 
semester system is used and 2spifimer sessions are offered. Academic 
cooperative plans are available with the New York University. The 
university grants thep^Associate, Bachelor, Master and Doctorate 
degrees. Abrangh^^as established in Pleasantville, Westchester 
County,in^re£3^vhich offers programs in liberal arts and professional 
areas J^rc&dfng business administration, arts and sciences, teacher 
nurse education. The College of White Plains 
v^ith Pace University in September 1975 and became the 
Plains campus of Pace University. A new School of Law began 
in September 1976 and grants the J.D. degree. The colleges are 
accredited by the Middle States Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. 

Entrance Requirements: High school graduation or equivalent with 
rank in upper 50%; completion of 16 units including 4 English, 2 
mathematics; SAT or ACT and GRE required; non-high school 
graduates considered; early admission, rolling admission, delayed 
admission, early decision and advanced placement plans available; $15 
application fee. 

Costs per Yean $2,720 tuition; $1,150 room; $140 student fees; 
additional expenses average $500. 

Collegiate Environment : The main building on Pace Plaza and two 
adjacent annexes provide facilities for the New York City branch of 
Pace University. Dormitory accommodations are available for } K j 
men and 199 women. The library contains 240,000 volumes, 28,000 
pamphlets, 1,311 periodicals and 16,200 microforms. Several forms of 
financial aid are made available to students. The total number of 
scholarships awarded is 950, and 250 of these are designated for 
freshman students.

A faculty of 350 gives a 
faculty-student ratio of 1-12. Th e institute offers intensive three-year 
cerificate program of study, or four-year Bachelor of Fine Arts course 
in the following departments: Fashion Design, Illustration, Fashion 
Illustration, Graphic Design, Industrial Design, Environmental Design, 
Painting, Sculpture, Jewelry, Weaving, Photography, Ceramics and 
Interior Design. MFA Programs are offered in Painting, Sculpture and 
Printmaking; A AS degrees arc awarded through the part time evening 
division. In addition, two summer programs are usually offered.
